G.S.R.704. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Senior Hindi Translator and Junior Hindi Transactor in the 
Ministry of Agriclturc (Department of Food), namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Agriculture, Department of Food (Senior Hindi 
Translator and Junior Hindi Translator) Recruitment Rules, 1974. (2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay . — The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications, etc.— The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualification 
and other matters relaling thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 1 3 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the maximum ago limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule in respect of direct recruits may be relaxed in the case 
of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued hy 
the Central Government from time to time. 

4. Disqualification : — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has ^ntered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax . — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving . — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation" and other concessions required (o be provieded for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time, in this regard.

G. S. R. 706.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class I and Class II posts in the Directorate of Adult Education, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Directorate of Adult Education (Class I and Class II posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto.

5. Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or, 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to’ 
time In this regard.

G.S.R. 708- — In exercise of the powers conferred by the provison to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Cost Accountant in the India Meteorological Department, Ministry 
of Tourism & Civil Aviation, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencements. — ( 1 ) These rules may be called the India Meteorological Department (Cost Accountant) 
Recuritment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — 'The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Scheduled annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(e) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or; 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contratcd a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Prov ided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and other party to the marriage and there ate other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules. 


6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Casles, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 710.. — The following drait of certain rules which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of 
poweis conferred by section 175 lead with section 457 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) further to 
amend the Merchant Shipping (Crew Accommodation) Rules, 
1960 is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 175 of the said Act, for the infoimation of all persons 
likely to be aflceted (heicby and notice is hcieby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration after tho 
expiry of 45 days ftotn the day of publication of this noti- 
fication in the ollicial gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the date so 
specified will be tyken into consideration by the Central 
Government. 


1. Short title. — These lulcs may be called the Merchant 
Shipping (Crew Accommodation! Amendment Rules, 1974. 

2. In the Mci chant Shipping (Ciew Accommodation) 
Rules, 1960 (hereinaftci refen cd to as the said rules), in 
rule 5, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be subs- 
tituted, namely : — 

“(2) In evciy ship to which these rules apply, sleeping 
room and other part of crew accommodation re- 
quiring fice movement shall be so constructed as 
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to provide a clear headroom of atleast 198 centi- 
metres : 

Provided that the Central Government may exempt any 
ship from the requirement of this subrute to the extent it 
is satisfied that compliance therewith is unreasonable or 
impiacticnble." 

3. In rule 12 of the said rules - — 

(1) from clause (a) of sub-rule (2), the following sen- 
tence shall be omitted, namely : — - 

“If the enclosed space is fully air-conditioned, the 
means of air-conditioning snail be of sufficient capa- 
city to maintain 30“ centigrade with 50 pecent rela- 
tive humidity when the ambient conditions arc 32° 
centigrade with 78 percent relative humidity,” 

(2) for sub-rules (3) and (4), the following sub-rules shall 

be subsituted, namely : — 

“(3) Every enclosed space other than a cold store 
room forming part of the crew accomodation of 
a shio to which these rules apply, being a ship 
of 1000 tons or over or a ship of under 1000 
tons regularly engaged on voyages confined to 
areas within the tropics and Persian Gulf shall 
be provided with a trunked mechanical ventila- 
tion system : 

Provided that the Central Government may exempt any 
ship of under 500 tons from the requirement of 
this sub-rule. 

(4) In the crew accommodation of every ship to which 
these rules apply, being a ship not fully air-conditioned, an 
electric fan shall be fitted in every sleeping room, mess room 
recreation room, study, office, galiary and pantry : 

Piovidcd that the Central Government may exempt any 
ship of under 500 tons fiom the requirement of 
this sub-rule,” 

4, After rule 12 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely : — ■ 

"12A. Air-CondKlonlng. — (1) In every ship of 3000 
tons or over, the keel of which was laid or which 
was at a '-similar stage of construction on or after 
the date of coming into force of the Merchant 
Shipping (Crew Accommodation) Amendment 


Rules, 1974, every enclosed space forming part of 
crew accommodation other than any store room 
shall be equipped with air-conditioning system : 

Provided that the Central Government may exempt 
any ship regularly engaged in trades, where tem- 
perate climatic conditions exist, from the require- 
ment of this sub-rule. 

(2) The air-conditioning system, whether of a centra- 
lised type or individual unit type shall be so de- 
signed as to — 

(a) maintain the air at a satisfactory temprature and 
relative humidity as compared to outside air 

conditions ; 

(b) ensure a suiliciency of air charges in all condi- 
opeiations at sea so as to void producing objec- 

(c) take into account particular characteristics of 
operations at sea so as to void producing objec- 
tionable noises or vibrations,” 

3. In rule 16 of the said rules — 

(1) for clause (f) of sub-rule (3), the following clause 

shall be substituted, namely : — - 

“(f) Other ratings. — Not more than 3 persons per 
room in a cargo ship and not more than 6 per- 
sons per room In a passenger ship : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if it is 
satisfied, after consultation with the owner of the 
ship or with such organisation or organisations in 
India as it may consider to be most representative 
of employers of seamen and of seamen, that 
full compliance of this requirement is unreasonable 
or impracticably, permit* upto four persons to be 
accommodated In a "Cabin in any specified part of 
ciew accommodations of a cargo ship and upto 
eight persons in a cabin in any such accommoda- 
tion of a passenger ship" ; 

(2) for sub-r uld' (41, the following sub-rule shall be 

substituted, namely ; — 

"(d) (a) ; In every ship to which these rules apply, the 
minimum floor atea provided for each person in 
a sleeping room forming part of crew accom- 
modation of such ship shall be as follows 

For a room Accommodating two or 
Accommodating more ratings 


(i) lr\ ships other than passenger ships of 1000 tons or over but 
less than 3000 tons . . . 5-75 sp. metres 2.75 sq- meters. 

(ii) In ships other than passenger ships of 3000 tons or over but less than 10,000 tons . , 3 .75 sq. metres 2.75 sq. metres 


(iii) In ships other than passenger strips of 10,000 tons or over but less than 20,000 tons .4.25,, 3.25 

(iv) In ships other than passenger ships of 20,000 tons or over 4,75 ,, 3.75 

(v) In passenger ships of 1000 tons or over but less than 3000 tons . . . ... 2.00 

(vi) In passenger ships of 3000 tons or over but less than 10,000 tons „ 2.75 

(vii) In passenger ships of 10,000 tons or over . . . . . . , . 3.25 „ 2.75 


(b) Subject to the pros ision of clause (c), in every ship to which tjrese rules apply, it' private sitting rooms or day looms are not pro- 
vided, the per head floor area of a sleeping room l'or an officer shall be as follows : — 

(i) In ships of 1000 tons or ovci but less than 3000 tons 4.25 sq. metres. 

(ii) In ships of 3000 tons or over but less than 10,000 tons ...... 6,50 „ 

(in) In ships of 10,000 tons or over 7 50 ,, 

(c) In every ship of 3000 Ions or over, there shall, as far as practicable, be provided an adjoining sitting room or a day room in 
addition to the sleeping room l'or the Chief and Second Engineer Officer and the Chief Navigating Officer 


(d) In determining floor area of a room for the pur- 
poses of this sub-rule, spaces occupied by berths, 
lockers, seats or chests of drawers shall be taken 
into account but any spaces which by reason of 
their small size oi irregular shape to the atea avail- 
able for ficc movement shall not be taken into 
account.” 

6, In rule 17 or the said rules, for sub-iule (9), the fol- 
lowing sub-iule shall he substituted, namely : — 

“(9)(a) Subject to the provisions of clause (b), the mini- 
mum sire of beds provided for the ciew shall be at 
least 1980 millimetres by 8,000 millimetres, the 
mcasuicments being taken inside lee boards and lee 
rails, if any, and at right angles to each other. 


(b) The minimum size of beds provided in a ship of 
3,000 tons or over for the Chief Navigating Officer 
and the Chief and Second Engineers shall be at- 
least 2,000 millimetres by 900 millimetres in a 
passenger ship and atleast 2,000 millimetres by 
1,100 millimetres in any other ship, the measure- 
ment in each case being taken inside the lee boards 
or lee jails, if any, at right angles to each other." 

7, In rule 19 of the said 1 tiles, for sub-rule (1), the 
following sub tide shall be substituted, namely ; . 

"(1) In every ship to which these rules apply, unless the 
circumstances are such as to require no member 
of crew to mess on board, mess rooms shall be 
provided for the crew. In every ship of 1,000 tons 
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or over, the floor hi ca of mess rooms provided fat 
officers mid ciew shall be as follows • — 

(a) for officers : One sauare metre per person ; 

(b) for crew : 0.7 square metre per person.” 

8. After sub-rule (6) of rule 21 of the said rules, the 
following sub-i ule shall be inserted, namely :— 

"(7) in evety ship of 10,000 tons or over to which these 
rules apply there shall be provided the following 
tecreation facilities, namely 

(i) arrangement for showing films or television in a 
smoking room, library mom or a mew, room 
properly equipped for the purposes ; 

(ii) a hobby-cum-gumes room ; 

(iii) a swimming pool: 

Provided that the Ccntial Government may exempt_ any 
ship from the requirement of this sub-rule if it is satisfied 
that compliance therewith is unteasonuble or impracticable. 

Provided further that in the case of ships under 20,000 tons 
the requirement of clause (ii) shall not be obligatory”. 

9. In rule 23 of the said rules : — 

(1) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be 
substituted namely 

11 (IA) In every ship to which these rules apply, being 
a ship of 7500 tons or over but less than 15000 
tons, washing accommodation provided in pursuance 
of sub-ride (1) shall include separtc private bath 
rooms attached to sleeping rooms of atleast four 
seinor officers. Every such bath rooms shall be fitted 
with tub or shower or both bath and a wash basin 
having hot and cold running fresh water. In 
addition, in every ship of 13000 tons or over, slee- 
ping rooms of all senior officers shall have private 
or rater-communication bathrooms similarly fitted,” 

(2) The washing accommodation shall be situated close 
to the sleeping accommodation of persons for whose use 
it is appropriated: 

Provided that in ships of 1600 tons or over in which pri- 
vate sleeping rooms and private or serai-private bath-rooms 
are not provided for engine department personnel, there 
shall be provided facilities for changing clothes vvhich shall 
be — 

(i) located outside the machinery space but with easy 

access to it; and 

(ii) fitted with individual clothes lockers as well as with 
tubs or shower baths and wash basins having hot 
and cold running fresh water". 

(21 for sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted, namely : — 

“(4) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (IA), washing 
accommodation for all classes of persons provided 
in pursuance of suh-rulc (1) shall include one 
bath or shower, one wash basin and one toilet 
mirror for evety six persons or a part thereof ex 
ceeding two persons in the case of a ship of less 
than 25000 tons and the same equipment for every 
four persons or a part thereof exceeding one per- 
sons in the case of ships of 25000 tons or over: 

Provided that each of such classes shall be provided with 
at least one bath or shower and one wash basin: 

Provided further that Central Government may exempt 
any passenger ship engaged solely on voyages which are 
normally of less than four hours duration or any other ship 
in which the number of members of crew Is more than 100 
from the requirement of this sub-rule if it is statisfied that 
compliance therewith is unreasonable or impracticable. 

Explanation For the purposes of this sub-rule : — 

(i) a bath and a shower combined shall be deemed as 
a bath only; 

(iil in determining the required number of baths or 
showers or wash basins no account shall be taken 
of any private baths or showers or wash basins 
provided in pursuance of these rules or of persons 
for whose use such baths or showers or wash basins 
are provided; 

(iii) a bath, shower or wash basin shall be deemed to 
be private if it is appropriated for the exclusive 
use of not more than four persons”. 
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10. In rule 27 of the said rules — 

(1) after sub-rule (1) the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“(IA) In every ship of 7500 tons or over but less than 
15000 tons, theie shall be provided private water 
closets attached to sleeping rooms of at leaBt four 
officers and in the case ot ships of 15000 tons oi 
over such water closets shull be provided in respect 

' of sleeping rooms of all senior officers. 

Provided that such private water closets may be combined 
with private bath rooms," 

(2) for clause if a) of sub-rule (2), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(a) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (IA), water 
closets for all classes of persons provided in pur- 
suance of sub-rule (1) shall be at the scale of one 
water closet for every six persons or part thereof 
exceeding two persons in the case of a ship of 
under 25000 tons and one such closet for every 
four persons or a part thereof exceeding one person 
in the case of a ship of 25000 tons or over: 

Provided that each of such classes shall be privided with 
at least one water closet: 

Provided further that Central Government may exempt 
any passenger ship engaged solely on voyages which are 
normally of less than 4 hours duration from the requirement 
of this sub-rule if it is statisfied that compliance therewith Is 
unreasonable or impracticable. 

Explanation : — For the purposes of this sub-rule — 

(i) in determining the number of water closets no 
account shool be taken of any private water closet 
or the persons for whose use such private water 
closet is appropi iated ; 

(ii) a water closet shall be deemed to be private If it is 
appropriated for the exclusive use not more than 
four persons"; 

(3) after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall he 
inserted, namely : — 

“(3A) (a) : In every ship of 1600 tons or over there 
shall be provided a separate commpartment con- 
taining a water closet and a wash basin having hot 
and cold running fresh water, within easy access 
of the navigating bridge deck primarily for use of 
those or duty in that area. 

(b) In every such ship, there shall also be provided 
a water closet and a wash basin having hot 
and cold running fresh water, within easy access of 
machinery spaces if such water closet is not fitted 
near engine room control centre”. 

11. Tn rule 31 of the said rules, for sub-rule (7), fhe 
following shall be substituted, namely 

"(7) (a) : In addition to a trunked mechanical ventilation 
system provided in accordance with rule 12 or an 
air-conditioning system provided in accordance with 
tule 12A, cveiy permanent hospital shall be provi- 
ded with adequate natural supply and exhaust 
ventilation to the open air by means of ventilators 
independent of the ventilators provided for any 
other space in the ship : 

Psovided that the Central Government may exempt any 
ship from this requirement if it is satisfied that compliance 
therewith is unreasonable or impracticable in the circum- 
stances. 

1(7) (b) In every ship — 

(i) which docs not attract the provisions of rule 12A; 

(ii) the keel of which was laid or which was at a similar 
stage ol construction on the 1st day of January, 
1967; and 

(Iii) which is intended to be employed, whether per- 
manently or temporarily, on voyages to, from or 
within Persian Gulf area — 

hospital accommodation shall be provided with air-condi- 
tioning system. The air-conditioning system provided under 
this rule shall, as far as practicable, comply with the re- 
quirements of sub-rule (2) of rule 12A , 
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12, In rule 38 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2) the 
following sub-iule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) the Central Government may, after consultation 
with such organisation or organisations in India 
as It may consider to be most representative of 
the employers of seamen and of seamen — 

i(i) exempt any ship from the requirement of these 
rules if it is satisfied thHt corresponding advan- 
tages are provided in the ship so that crew ac- 
commodation, considered as a whole, is equiva- 
lent or superior in standard to that required by 
these rules; or 

(ii) exempt any ship being — 

(a) a sea-going ferry or a feeder ship which Is not 
continuously manned with permanent crew; or 

(b) a sea going ship when it temporarily carries re- 
pair personnel on board in addition to ship's 
crew; or 

(c) a sea-going ship engaged on short voyages when 
members of crew are allowed to go ashore for 
some part of the day. 

from any of the requirements of these rules after determin- 
ing the extent to which it shall be appropriate to grant such 
exemption having regard to the need for off duty accommo-

G.5.K. 717.— The rules for u Limited Departmental Com- 
petitive Examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Section Officers’ Grade of the Ralway Board Secretariat 
Service to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1975 arc published for general information. 

2. The number of pci sons to be selected foi inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission, Rescivations shall be made for candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in icspect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Casles/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes
